3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicants 
are requested to clarify why Figures 1-4 are discussed under the Summary of the 
Invention since it is used to describe a brief summary or general statement of the 
invention. Further, only Figures 5-13 are discussed in the Detailed Description of the 
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Preferred Embodiments. For the reasons set forth above, Applicants are requested to 
clarify which Figures are directly related to the present invention and what is the 
difference between the present invention and the prior art. Furthermore, in the 
preliminary amendment to the specification beginning on page 13, after line 23, it 
appears to be incorrect, and the discussion of Figures 1A, 1B, 1C, 6A and 6B is already 
discussed in the original specification. On page 1 and page 6, Applicants are requested 
to update the Application Serial Numbers 09/774,802 and 09/089,862, now U.S. Patent 
Numbers 6,477,210 and 6,327,314, respectively. On page 10, line 19, "by (9)" should 
be - by equation (9) -. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1-6, 8 and 13-38 are objected to because of the following informalities: in 
claim 1 (line 7) and claim 27 (line 7), "iterative processing" should be - iterative forward 
processing --; in claim 1, line 8, "multicarrier" should be - multicarrier signal -; in claim 
2, line 2, the word - further - should be deleted and line 1 1 , "training not" appears to be 
- training block -; in claim 1 6 (lines 1 1 and 28), claim 28 (lines 3 and 21 ), and claim 29 
(lines 5 and 22), the phase "received signal" should be - received multicarrier signal --; 
in claim 21, line 3, "said multicarrier received sign" should be - said received 
multicarrier signal; -; in claim 28, line 2, "iterative processing further" should be - 
iterative forward processing -; wherein the dependent claims 3-6, 8, 13-15, 17-20, 22- 
27, and 30-38 are directly or indirectly depended upon claims 1,16, and 27. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-6, 8, and 13-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-6, 8, and 13-36 appear to be pending in the instant application. 
Claims 1-36 are originally filed. 

In the preliminary amendment filed on 08 July 2002, claims 7 and 9-12 have 
been cancelled. However, claim 1 1 is shown as amended which should be cancelled, 
claim 38 which is not filed in the original claim and is shown as amended which 
depends upon claim 37 which is not filed in the original claims and the preliminary 
amended claims. 

Applicants are requested to clarify the numbers of pending claims. 

Claims merely recite used without any active, positive steps delimiting how these use are 
actually practice. Without reciting any practice, positive steps, claims 1-2, 8, 16, 21, 23-24, 27- 
29, 33 and 38 do not achieve the purpose of a method. 

All claims 1-6, 8 and 13-38 are method claims, however, claims 1-2, 8, 16, 21, 23-24, 27- 
29, 33 and 38 recite means that often used in apparatus claims. Therefore, the means recited in 
the method claims should be avoided. 



In claim 2 (lines 1-2, 14, 19), claims 3-6, 13-14, 17-20, 25, 30 and 34-35 (line 1), 
claim 16 (lines 13, 20 and 25), claim 21 (line 4), claim 28 (lines 1-2, 14 and 19), claim 
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29 (lines 14 and 18), and claim 38 (line 2), the phrases "said iterative forward 
processing", "said received block", "the block number", "said decoding steps", "said 
calculating steps", "said first generating step", "said second generating step", "said 
training block", "said demodulated received multicarrier signal", "said generating steps", 
"said means for iterative processing", "said decoding step", "said demodulating step", 
"said maximum ratio combiner", and "said Viterbi decoder" all lack antececent basis. 

In claims 3-6, 13-14, 17-20 and 25, the letters used in the equations are 
undefined. 

In claim 2, the claimed limitation of the "means for iteratively decoding ..." recited 
in lines 12-13 is contradict with the claimed limitation of the "means for iteratively 
decoding ..." recited in lines 5-6. Also see claims 16 and 28. 



Double Patenting 

7. Claim 24 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim 13. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 
content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 
the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

8. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).

9. Claims 1-6, 8, 1 1 and 1 3-36 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
double patenting over claims 1-32 of U. S. Patent No. 6,477,210 B2 since the claims, if 
allowed, would improperly extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: the claimed limitations of claims 1-6, 8, 1 1 and 13- 
36 of the instant application are exactly the same as the claimed limitations of claims 1- 
32 of U. S. Patent No. 6,477,210 B2, except, claims 1-6, 8, 11 and 13-36 of the instant 
application are method claims, but claims 1-32 of U. S. Patent No. 6,477,210 B2 are 
apparatus claims. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
the application which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 
USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). See also MPEP § 804. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



10. Claims 1-6, 8, 13-33 and 35-36 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph and a terminal 
disclaimer, set forth in this Office action. 

1 1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art fails to show or suggest the step of channel estimating channel 
characteristics over a received multicarrier signal is transmitted using iterative forward 
processing and iterative backward processing, wherein iterative defines the present 
invention uses two iterative processing techniques using current and future tentative 
data decisions in the backward direction for channel estimation and the final decoding, 
In other words, the same procedures are repeated or performed trice. 



12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. 

References Ito et al., Li et aL, Sakoda et al. f Cimini, Jr. et al. Li, and Perlow et al. 
are related to communication receiver or diversity receiver for receiving multicarrier 
signal, wherein the receiver comprising a Fast Fourier Transformer, a channel 
estimator, a demodulator, a deinterleaver, and a decoder.
